“Their hair has started to fall out 
and they are very weak," he said. 
“Their survival can be measured in 
days.” 

The two sisters, 23-year-old Do- 
jours and 20-year-old Marian, were 
convicted of being involved in the 
London car bomb blast that wound- 
ed 212 persons, including 44 child- 
ren, in March 1973. Both are self- 
confessed members of the Provi- 
sional wing of the Irish Republican 
Army. 

They sterted their hunger strike 
last December, but were force fed 
by officials at Brixon Prison until 
last week. Since then, they have only 
taken water. 

The Home Office spokesman said 
the force feeding was halted be- 
cause the sisters refused to coope- 
rate, but thet they remain under 
close medical care.

PLANTING SCHEDULE ON TIME 


Soviets predict wheat 
crop will be smaller 


As of May 6, the report said, 
Soviet farmers had planted 156.4 
million acres of spring crops, only 
about one week behind the “excel- 
lent progress” a year earlier, when 
1978 planting wag under way. 

An expert in Communist-area ag- 
riculture for the Department’s Eco- 
nomic Research Service, called the 
new re} encouraging. _ 

"It's an iuproving situation as 
far as planting im the Soviet Union 
is concerned,” be told a reporter. 
“As we said last month, it was 
quite early then to be making pre- 


In April, the Soviet Press raised 
about crop planting for 
1974 harvests and said poor weather 


and inefficiency on farms were con- 
tributing to the delay. 

At that time, only 41.6 million 
acres had been planted compared 
with 107.2 million on the same date 
— April 22 — a year earlier. In 
last week’s report, Soviet farmers 
were shown to have narrowed the 
fap sharply with the 156.4 million 
ecres planted on May 6, compered 
with 199.6 million a year earlier. 

“These comparisons suggest that 
1974 seeding progress thus far may 
‘be mear normal," the report said. 
“That is, progress in 1972 and 1973, 
but particularily in 1973, was un- 
usually rapid because of favourable 
weather, and the larger than norm- 
al amount of seeding was due to 
reduced winter grain areas.” 

The rt was published in “For- 
eign. ‘Aguicultare,” 8. weekly docu- 
ment, issued by the Department's 
foreign agricultural service.
